Natural History Society. 


On Thursday eveiiingthe 2"d inst.,ono 


of the monthly meetings of this Society 
took place at the Barney Street Hall, 
lu tho temporary absence of tho Presi- 
dent, Colonel Powcl, it was presided 
over by Dr. II.

"Notes on food-fishes" by Mr. .1. M. K. 
Southwick. In furnishing facts and 
figures regarding tho great iish indus- 
try of this country, he stated that many 
(Ishes not generally used for food, were 
palatable and healthy. He spoke of tho 
introduction into our ponds here, of 
tho pickerel by Mr. Wm. Bliss some 15 
years ago, as an instance of successful 
importation of a species into a new lo- 
cality. The fish were brought from 
Connecticut. This paper drew forth 
quite a long conversation in which Mr. 
Gordon King, Mr. Stephen Norman, Mr. 
A. Parmenter, Mr. Taylor and Mr. 
Gannon, a visitor from Salem, joined. 
The second communication was by tho 
Curator, Mr. Taylor, on a ^donation re- 
cently presented by Mr. A, B. Almon, 
namely, of a mounted Tarantula from 
Florida, with its nest, and a specimen 
of the winged insect known as the 
"Tarantula Killer." This Tarantula 
was the largo, hairy spider, of a veno- 
mous nature, known as the "Myualo 
licntzii," and the strangolooking insect 
called in the South, particularly in 
Texas, the Tarantula Killer, was the 
'Pompilus formosns." This wasp did 
lot completely kill, but by its sting It 
lad the power of instantly paralyzing 
ind numbing tho huge spider, which It 
then dragged into a hole, and used as a 
icrmanent piece of interred animal 
'ood whereon to hatch its young who 
cd on the spider when hatched. A 
species of the "Mygale" found near tho 
Vmazon was powerful enough to cap- 
.uro and eat little birds. Some native 
makes in bottles were presented by Dr.

the human race. 


But from tho outset there should he 


no mistake as to tho object of this 
meeting. Dryden says:

Our homo itws across the 
water; 


to-day we know no other home than 
that which tlie institutions of this coun- 
try enable ns to take advantage of. 
Henceforth, then the home which will 
be tho sacred refuge of our lives will 
bo here in your midst; wo have always 
intended and do intend to vie with our 
native fellow citizens in tho effort to 
win public esteem and private friend- 
ship, and by the only course open to us, 
a cheerful acquiescence in the laws and 
of the nation and tlie state.

Kings and other Queens, and of the head 
of the Koman Catholic church, who are 
charged by their chiefs to oiler to Vic- 
toria the felicitations which these sov- 
ereigns themselves would gladly have 
conveyed directly had circumstances 
permitted. And is that all that this 
wonderful scientific achievement oper- 
ating beneath an expanse of 8000 miles 
of water brings to us? 
No, no my 


Tiends. It tells us that from the Pow- 
»rs of the Western Continent congratu- 
ations have been pouring in, and it 
:ells us, too, that Her Majesty made 
tnowu that the first'oflicial felicitation 
she desired to receive was from one of 
these, namely that of the United States 
of America. The Queen desired to bo 
congratulated first by tho people who

member tlmt when at the close of tlie 
rebellion ;in assassin had laid low our 
noble President, Lincoln, the Queen 
sent a s])ucial messenger from London 
to Washington to convey her personal 
sympathy and condolence to the nation 
and the martyr's widow. And once more, 
do these people remember that during 
the dark days intervening between the 
-2nd uf July, A. D. 1881 and the lilth of 
-September of that year Queen Victoria 
was constantly sending sympathetic 
messages to the United States, and that 
when the sad, sad end came she caused 
a lovely wreath to be laid upon the bier 
of the great and good Garfield? Oh, 
friends, if proof is needed there is 
plenty to be had that her very gracious 
Majesty is a friend to this nation and 
our people. 


Of the grand career of Victoria, of 


her virtues, of her great personal worth, 
I prefer that others born on this side of 
the Atlantic should speak. 
The histo- 


rian of a half century since gave evi- 
dence of how delighted the people were 
to have Victoria come to the throne 
when lie said: 


They (ItckM her hundred lialte, 
They rcin'd her hundred steeds. 
They shouted :it her palace walls, 
"A }i;l°riuu3 Queen stic;eef:ils!" 


accorded a perfect ovation. Ho said 
that all knew speech-making was not 
his forte, but gladlv availed himself of 
tho opportunity of saying how much 
he admired tlio Queen, how he honored 
her for her many virtues and for her 
many accomplishments.

said, could refuse to pay a token of 
respect to such a woman who had 
shown herself so wise a sovereign, so 
good a wife and so devoted a mother. 
The Mayor said he was delighted to bo 
present to show his sympathy with the 
meeting. (Applause.) 


The entire audience wero then invit-

Mrs. Julia Ward Howe was then pro

She recited a poem 
suggested by a recent incident in the 
Queen's life. The poem was as follows:

Mr. George Makepeace Towle wa» 
tlio next speaker. 


Mr. Towle began by expressing tlie 


gratitude of Americans for Queen Vicr . 
toria's earnest sympathy for the Uiiiou • 
during the civil war, <uul her anxious 
messages at the time of President Gar- ' 
field's illness, lie then reverted to the 
year 1S10, in which Victoria wne born, 
describing tho condition, ;tt the time of 
her birth, of the English royal family. 
lie gnvo a pathetic picture of tho- in- 
sane old King, George III, and briefly 
sketched the characters of fleorgo's 
sons. The birth and simple training 
of tho Queen was then touched upon, 
the narratives being interspersed with 
anecdotes illustrative of 
Victoria's 


girlish traits. The courtship of Prince 
Albert, tho Queen's coronation and 
marriage, mid incidents of the early 
years of her reign were dwelt upon. 
Mr. Tqwlo described the position of tho 
sovereign in the English political sys- 
tem as one of great influence rather 
than actual power, especially social in- 
fluence, aim asserted that the Queen 
better understood her position in that 
system than any previous English ruler. 
Victoria's private life, domestic virtues 
and homo traits wero portrayed, and 
her pursuits during her married life 
and her sorrowful widowhood, were de- 
scribed. 
The leading events of her 


rei'-n were passed in rapid review, 
including, 
among other great re- 


forms, 
the 
abolition 
of

laws, 
household 
suffrage, 


tho ballot, the abolition of University 
tests and of purchase in the army, the 
disestablishment of the Irish church, 
and tlie factory acts. The advance in 
literature and science,the wars in which 
England has engaged, and other fea- 
tures of the reign were touched upon. 
In conclusion, Mr. Towle declared that 
it waa well for Americans to send across 
the sen?, on this dsiy of the Queen's 
Jubilee, H cordial greeting, and an eclio 
of the loyal Uriton'scry, "God save the 
Queen."

St 
else save a desire to mop its face, fan in01 
itself, divest itself of superfluous rai- 
ment , and administer cooling decoc- 
tions to the interior department. 


The politicians will, however, man- 


age to keep these topics alive for a 
while longer, iu the hope of making 
capital for their respective parties; but 
the promise of the era of good feeling 
which all patriots hope for and expect,' 
.grows brighter and nearer fulh'llmen 
every year, and no one thoughtfully 
considering all the circumstances of rb 
case will he discouraged by these inci 
dents.

promptly aud sensibly abandoning tin, 
proposed return of captured Hags, whei 
he discovered what its effect would be 
upon the minds of a large class of peo 
pie, and that a doubt, existed as to the 
legality of the transfer by him nnaii 
thorized by Congress, should end the 
matter. Although, doubtless intended 
to promote the good feeling which. wa> 
so couspicoiisly displayed here at tho 
National Drill, and is now being exhi- 
bited by the entertainment at Bostor 
and Lynn, and elsewhere, of Robert E, 
Lee, Camp of Confederate Aretenins, hj 
tiraud Army of tho Republic's posts', it 
had tho effect of reopening the not en- 
tirely cicatrized wounds, but the balm 
of better acquaintance with the persons 
aud motives of each other, will eventu- 
ally heal these tender spots, until a 
complete reconciliation of the sections 
will be effected. 


These, twn questions, referred to, hav- 


ing occurred almost simultaneously, aud 
the prominence which the Grand Army 
of tho Republic has taken in each, has 
had the effect of attracting considerable 
attention to that organization hero an d 
elsewhere. 
Having no political mean- 


ing, from a partisan standpoint, this 
organization is but a kindred one to 
those that have existed in most coun- 
tries, and notably in that of France. It 
is a power in tiie nation, but a power 
exerted iu behalf of loyalty to country, 
and of beneficence toward the Country's 
defenders. In this city, tho order has 
some peculiar features, such as the De- 
partment 
Employment Committee, 


which sees to the enforcement of the 
provisions of law respecting the pre- 
ference to bo given to soldiers and sail- 
ors, other things being equal, both for 
appointment to and reteutiou iu office; 
a Pension Committee which aids the 
soldier, his widow and orphan, in the 
establishment of proofs necessary to 
place them on the pension rolls: of a 
Relief Corps, which comes to the suc- 
cor of Comrades who are brought here 
in the hope of obtaining cither pension 
or employment, and whose means have 
become exhausted: and, lastly, the im- 
portant part taken iu all parades and 
ceremonies of a national character. 


These features necessarily place this 


department or the G. A. H. in the fore- 
ground, as a representative one, and a 
glance at its prnscntcondition here may 
he uf interest. The new building known 
as G. A. R. Hall, is one of the most im- 
posing, on the most prominent thorough 
fare of the city. 
It is directly opposite 


one of the first hotels, and is a welcome 
improvement over the old dilapidatet 
buildings, which stood upon its site so 
long to the wonder of strangers looking 
from the hotel front. 
It is four stories 


iu height, all but tho ground lioorbcin!, 
used for Grand Army purposes. On t hi 
second lloor is a splendid hall with ante- 
rooms, etc. and the third and fourth 
is devoted to the uses of the different 
posts of the department. 


The organization here is in a prosper- 


ous condition ami numbers upon the 
muster rolls, our most prominent ant 
influential citizens of private aud of 
ollicial life.

Liberty for Traveling Russians. 


It is notable how few Russians are to 


be found in the foreign colony which 
every great European capital shelters. 
We meet plenty of them traveling, but 
these are often the wealthier classes, 
but we do not find a Kussian quarter in 
London or Paris or Dei lin. The cause 
dates back to the days of 1'eter the 
Great. 
So scanty was the population 


at that time that legislation was pushed 
to its utmost scverify to keep the Kns- 
sians on their own soil. To this day 
article 325 of tho Penal Code remains 
unrepealed. The Russian who suffers 
himself to become tho naturalized sub- 
ject of another country Ipsofactn breaks 
the laws of his own and loses all his 
rights, civil and political. He comes 
under the sentence of perpetual exile, 
and is liable on his return to his own 
land to deportation to Siberia. A bill 
•has just been introduced to modify the 
Draconic severity of this absurd and 
cruel law. 
The wanderer is allowed to 


return, and if he remains a year in 
Kussia his original nationality revives. 
The penalties, moreover, will all be 
swept away, except when the object of 
the expatriation has been to avoid con- 
scription. It will be interesting to note 
tho gradual effect of the law on the 
fugitive population of other capitals.
